3TATING   THE    GROUNDS    ON   WHICH    IT   PRETENDS   TO   JUSTIFY    ITS 

DECLARATIOM   OF   WAR   AGAINST   THE   PERU-BOLIVIAN 

CONFEDERACY. 


The  Government  of  Buenos  Ayres  having  published 
a  Manifestó  setting  forth  the  grounds  whereon  it  justifies, 
as  it  presumes,  its  declaration  of  war  against  the  Peru- 
Bohvian  Confederacy,  it  becomes  my  duty,  in  the  simple 
but  nervous  language  of  truth  and  with  the  irresistible 
logick  of  facts,  to  beat  back  the  torrent  of  calumny  which 
that  Paper  has  Jet  loóse  against  against  Bolivia  and  against 
its  Administration,  with  a  degree  of  shamelessness  whereof 
it  would  be  difficult  to  find  so  scandalous  an  example  in  all 
the  annals  of  diplomacy.  In  the  melancholy  catalogue  of 
disorders  which  for  so  long  a  space  of  time  have  convul- 
sed  the  South-American  ÍRepublicks  and  made  them  a 
spectacle  to  al  i  the  nations  of  the  earth,  not  one  will  be 
found  that,  for  perfidy,  malignity  and  impudence,  can  be 
compared  with  that  which  the  context  of  this  treacherous 
andinsidious/locumentinvolves — treacherous  and  insidious, 
I  say,  in  the  highest  degree,  becaüse,  by  a  plausible  detaü 
of  dates  and  ñames,  it  endeavours  to  give  authenticity  to 
things  that  are  absolutely  false  and  destitute  of  even  a 
shadow  of  foundation;  and  becáuse,  resting,  as  it  does,  this 
cumbrous  fabrick  of  iniquity  on  the  signatures  of  two  pub-

lick  functionaries  of  the  highest  rank,  in  whom  one  would 
hardly  suppose  so  criminal  a  contempt  of  truth,  or  such  a 
pitch  of  audaciousness,  as  that  they  should  expose  them- 
seJves  to  be  solemnly  convicted  of  falsehood  in  the  face  of 
the  world,  it  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Go- 
vernment of  Buenos  Ayresto  steal  unawares  into  the  yene- 
rabie  Tribunal  of  Publick  Opinión,  and,  by  forestalling  the 
suffrages  of  Nations  and  Cabinets,  to  give  vitality,  at  least 
for  a  time,  to  its  iniquitous  imputations. 

It  will  cost  me  no  trouble  to  reduce  these  imputations 
to  dust,  and  althongh  an  absolute  denegation  of  the  facts 
produced  would  be  amply  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  until 
those  facts  be  made  good  by  proofs,  as  reason  and  jus- 
tice  demand  in  every  species  of  accusation,  )ret  to  set  the 
base  malignity  of  the  conduct  of  the  Buenos-Ayrean  Go- 
vernment in  a  still  clearer  point  of  view,  Ishall  super-add  to 
the  positive  denegation  of  the  excesses  which  its  Manifestó 
attributes  to  my  Administration,  a  few  simple  but  luminous 
explanations  that  will  unravel  the  tortuous  intentions  which 
dictated  that  paper,  The  Peru-Bolivian  Confederacy  fears 
not  the  war  with  which  it  is  threatened.  To  say  nothing 
of  its  vast  resources,  of  the  patriotism  and  fidelity,  the  mo- 
ral and  numerical  strength  of  its  warlike  troops,  the  very 
impotency  of  the  enemy,  which  the  intrigues  of  the  Chilian 
Cabinet  have  raised  up  against  it,  were  sufficient  to  remove 
all  idea  of  danger,and  make  it  receive  with  a  smile  of  com- 
passion  this  vain  and  impertinent  challenge,  which  ought, 
in  charity,  to  be  attributed  to  insanity.  It  knows  that  the 
very  Government  which  threatens  hostility,  scarcely  main- 
tains  its  own  existence  by  dint  of  sanguinary  punishments 
and  persecutions:  that  the  very  Government  which  provokes 
its  indignation,  can  scarcely  keep  its  tottering  seat  amidst 
the  frightful  precipices  which  the  hatred  of  the  people,  the 
irritation  of  the  savage  tribes,  the  penury  of  its  resources, 
and  the  immense  deficieney  of  its  revenues,  have  spread 
around  it  on  all  sides.  It  knows  that  the  power  of  Buenos 
Ayres  does,  in  fact,  scarcely  extend  beyond  the  walls  of  the 
city;  that  the  Provinces,  fermenting  with  political  passions, 
tare  given  up  to  the  horrors  of  desolation,  despair  and  ex- 


treme  misery— the  fatal  beqtieathment  of  intestine  discord. 
Fin  al  ly,  itknows  that  the  Argentine  towns  confinmg  onthe 
Bolivian  frontier,  far  from  being  imbued  with  thatspiritoi 
hostility  which  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  blazons 
with  so  much  emphasis,  have  constantly  resisted  the  mahg- 
nant  suíTgestions,  that  would  prompt  them  to  burst  asun- 
der  the°bonds  of  fraternity  which  unite  them  to  their  sincere 
and  loyal  friends.  All  this  is  notorious  to  the  Confederacy 
and  to  the  world  at  large.  Yet,  how  strong  soever  may  be 
the  conviction  that  this  war,  proclaimed  though  ít  be  with 
so  much  sound  and  fury ,  can  end  in  nothing  but  the 
confusión  and,  perhaps,  the  ruin  of  its  authors,  sull  ít  is  a 
sacred  duty,  ineumbent  on  every  Government  that  respecte 
itself  and  enjoys  the  consciousness  of  its  own  rectitude,to 
resist  even  the 'slightest  attack  that  i s  made  on  its  repu- 
iation,  and  remove  at  once  from  the  minds  of  friendly 
Powers  the  doubts  which  an  outrage  of  this  descnptiom 
unless  repelled,  might  possibly  sow  in  them.  To  these  Powers 
has  the  Protectoral  Government  manifested,  in  the  clearest 
and  most  explicit  terms,  the  nature  of  its  external  policy— a 
policy  founded  exclusively  in  benevolence,  in  respect  for 
fegai  authorities,  in  the  interchange  of  friendly  offices  and 
the  promotion  of  social  and  commercial  relations.  III 
would  ít  beseem  such  a  Government  as  this,  to  suíFer  the 
apocrvphal  criminations,  tne  atrocions  impostures,  which 
have  been  heaped  upon  it  in  cold  blood  by  the  ready 
instrument  of  foreign  machinations,  to  run  on  unchecked. 
It  proposes,  thereforé,  to  lay  bare  the  system  of  falsifica- 
tion  whereby  the  criminal  design,  to  which  the  Government 
of  Buenos-Ayres  has  so  ignominiousiy  lent  itself,  is  attempt*. 
ed  to  be  justified, 

The  Manifestó  preludes  its  accusations  with  a  vague 
declamation  about  a  supposed  understanding  between  the 
Government  of  Bolivia  and  the  Unitarians  of  the  river 
Píate.  Such  a  mere  generaüty  as  this,  deserves  no  other 
reply  than  the  posjtive  assertion,  that  it  is  a  fixed  rule  of 
the  Government  of  Bolivia,  from  which  it  has  never  de- 
viated,  to  abstain  from  all  connexion  whatever  with  the 
factions  into  which  the  neighbouring  states  are  divide^ 
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It  has  never  even  entered  into  the  examination  of  thfe 
questions  that  were  discussed  a  mong  them,  ñor  taken  any 
interest  in   the  triumph  of  one  party  at  the  expence  oi 
another,  ñor  ever   desired  anything  else  than  the  establish- 
ment   of  peace,  harmony  and   good  order  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  nation.     But  seeing  that  these  inestimable 
blessmgs  seemedtobe  banished  for  ages  from  that  unhappv 
región,  it   deemedthat   it  was  but    complying   with   the 
dictates  of  religión    and  humanity,   when  it    aíforded    a 
friendly  asylum  to  those  who  sought  one  within  ka  territory, 
without  inquiring  under  what  banners  they   had  fought, 
or  what  were  the  political  dogmas  which  they  professed. 
Over  the  whole  extent  of  the  interminable   plains  of  the 
river  Píate  the   most  bloody  of  civil  wars  had  spread  its 
desolating  sway— leaders  succeeded  to  leaders  in  fields 
still  red  with   the  blood  of  their  predecessors — a   perse- 
cution  of  the  most  ferocious  and  implacable  nature  fulmi- 
nated  the  direst  vengeance  against  the  vanquished:  in  cir- 
cumstances  of  such    appaJling    calamity   as  this,  Boliviá 
opened  her  hospitable  bosom  to  the  afflicted,  and  thisis 
the  only  part  she    has   taken  in  the  long-continued  and 
cruel  disputes,   which  have  made  the  inhabitants  of  those 
regions  a   mournful   example  of  unextinguishable  enmity. 
Surely,  the  manifold  confirrnations,  which,  according  to  the 
Manifestó,  poured  into  the  Government  from  all  quorters, 
of  the  criminal  connivance  of  the  Bolivian   authoriües  ot 
the  attempts  of  the    Unitarian  conspirators,    deserved,  for 
the  very  gravity   of  the  crime  which   they  attested,  that 
the  Government,  against  whom  these  supposed  machinations 
were  directed,should  publish  them  to  the  world?  lf  these  con- 
firrnations really  deserve  the  ñame,  that  is,  if  they  be  facts  of 
such  a  clear  and  intelligíble  nature  as  to  constrain  an  impar- 
tía! mind  to  the  belief  of  them,  why  are  they  not  detailed  and 
specified?     Why  are  they  not   authentically   sct   forth,  so 
asto  leave  the  deliaquent  without  reply   or  justifícation? 
The  words  which  have  just  been  quoted  seem  to  promise 
as  much:   one   would  suppose  that  they  served  as  a  pro- 
logue to  the  publick   exhibition  of  some    one,    at  least, 
of  these  boastcd  confirmation?.     But  nothing  of  the  sort. 
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In  the  passage  which  immediately  follows,  it  is  observed 
that  the  publick  prints  edited  underthe  compvlsory  infuence 
of  the  Solivian  Ministry  ,  discovered  amidst  satire  and 
criticism  the  hostile  spirit  which  prevailedin  their  Government 
against  the  Confederacy.  Satire  and  criticism  form  no 
T)art  of  the  political  profession:  they  are  not  thé  means 
whereof  a  Cabinet  avails  itself,  to  express  its  opinions 
as  to  the  line  of  conduct  which  other  cabinets  have  thought 
proper  to  adopt:  neither  are  they  the  language  which  befits 
a  grave  and  dignified  Government,  such  as  that  of  Bolivia, 
in  aü  its  acts,  has  ever  shown  itself  to  be.  Let  the  Go- 
vernment of  Buenos-Ayres  point  out  one  single  line  in 
the  publick  prints  of  Bolivia  that  involves  a  sentimení, 
we  do  not  say  offensive,  but  in  any  way  wanting  of  respect 
towards  the  Argentine  authorities,  or  tending  in  the  slightest 
degree  to  diminish  the  dignity  and  reputation  of  their 
country.  But  this,  though  challenged  to  the  utmost,  it 
cannot  do,  and  consequently,  by  its  silence,  it  must  stand 
for  ever  self-convicted  of  having  uttered  a  gratuitous  and 
most  stupid  falsehood,  for  the  solé  purpose  of  carrying 
forward  its  plan   of  deceit  and  hallucination. 

In  every  act  of  the  President  of  Bolivia  there  was 
observable  a  perfect  coincidence  with  the  plan  which  was 
set  on  foot  th  Salla  by  the  Solivian  Legati&n,  before  the 
battle  of  Tucuman,  to  foment  the  revolutionary  faction 
under  the  specious  pretext  of  mediation,  whish  was  oppor- 
tunely  rejected  by  the  illustrious  General  Quiroga.  Itwere 
not  only  a  violation  of  the  first  principies  of  comraon 
sense,  but  a  contradiction  in  terms,  to  say  that  he  who 
oífers  his  disinterested  mediation  betweentwo  parties  that 
are  destroying  each  other,  foments  one  of  those  parties: 
especially  when  he  intercedes  on  behalf  of  those  who  are 
in  oppositicn  to  the  party  he  is  supposed  to  foment,  and 
even  carries  his  good  offices  so  far  as  to  snatch  them 
from  an  ignominious  death.  Yet  such  was  the  conduct 
of  the  Government  of  Bolivia  in  the  instance  which  the 
Manifestó    so  malignantly  misrepresents. 

The  Government  of  Bolivia  has  yet  to  learn  what 
the  plan  was  that  was  set  on  foot  in   Salta.     What  it 
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rcally  and  solely  bore  m  miíjd  on  that  occasion,  was  tire 
horrible  scene  which  was  presented  to  its  sight-a  neigh.- 
bouring  nation,  for  which  it  cherished  the  most  fiiendíy 
sentiments,  divided  into  two  hostile  factions  which,  blind 
With  fury  ,  precipitaíed  themselves  against  each  other, 
gave  no  quarter  on  either  side,  and  seemed  bent  on  reci- 
procal  and  total  extermination.  Then,  indeed,  the  Boli- 
vian  Legation  did  feel  itself  bound,  by  all  the  sacred 
obügations  of  humanity,  to  stretch  forth  between  the 
conflicting  parties  the  beneficent  hand  of  mediation;  an 
office  which  in  similar  cases  the  most  illustrious  nations 
of  the  earth  are  proud  to  fulfil.  It  had,  indeed,  the  sa- 
tisfaction  to  save  the  life  of  General  Aldao,  who  had 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  opposite  party,  but  it  foliad, 
to  its  sorrrow,  that  all  its  endeavours  to  effect  a  recon- 
ciliaíion  were  utterly  in  vain,  and  its  last  proposal  on  the 
subject  was  cnmmitted  to  the  flames  by  that  very  General 
Quiroga  on  whom  the  Manifestó  bestows  the  epithet  of 
illustrious. 

General  Aldao,  rescued  from  the  hands  of  the  exe- 
cutioner  by  the  interposition  of  the  Bolivian  Agent,  was 
presented  to  the  Government,  which  at  that  time  was 
resident  in  La  Paz.  There  he  was  informed  that  he  was 
at  perfect  liberty  to  dispose  of  his  person  as  he  thought 
proper:  and  ha\ing  asked  for  his  passport  and  an  offi- 
cer  to  accompany  him,  both  petitions  were  granted  and 
he  returned  unmolested  to  his  country.  This  simple  and 
hpnest  statm.ent  of  the  facts  infers  a  conclusión  of  irresis- 
tible cogency,  which  falsifies  and  throws  to  the  ground 
the  towering  argument  that  is  raised  on  the  supposed 
benevolence  and  fellow-feehng  of  the  Bolivian  Cabinet 
towards  the  Unitarians:  for  General  Aldao,  whose  life  and 
liberty  were  the  exclusive  achievement  of  the  Bolivian  me- 
diation, belonged  to  the  Federal  party:  a  notorious  propf 
of  the  impartiality  which  the  Government  maintained 
with  respect  to  the  intestine  disputes  of  the  Provinces. 
This  individual  is  still  alive  and  can  attest  to  the  truth 
of  this   statement. 

After  this  imputation,  so  easily  refuted,  ncxt  in  order 


comes  the  history  of  the  correspondence  which  took  place 
betwcen  the  two  Governments,  with  respect  to  the  with- 
drawing  of  the  emigrants  of  either  country  from  their  res- 
pective  frontiers.  The  message  does  not  deny  that  the 
Government  of  Bolivia  readily  acceded  to  this  measure. 
It  should,  however,  have  added  that  the  Government  of 
Solivia  carried  it  into  execution;  that  all  the  Argentine 
refugees  were  passed  into  the  interior  of  the  Bolivian 
territory,  with  the  solé  exception  of  General  López,  who 
had  just  planted  a  mercantile  establishment  in  Tupiza, 
and  could  not  be  torn  away  from  it  but  to  his 
Mter  ruin.  It  is  therefore  absolutely  false  that  the  Bo- 
livian authorities  insidiously  shielded  the  enemies  of  the 
Confedérete*/.  A  criminal  charge  of  so  very  gravé  a  na- 
ture,  unsupported  by  a  single  proof,  can  only  serve  to 
cover  with  infamy  the  party  that  produces  it. 

That  an  acredited  agent  of  Buenos-Ayres   was  not 
admitted  in  Bolivia,  is  a  fact  which  the  Government   of 
Bolivia  confesses,  not  only  withoüt  a  blush,  but  with  the 
consciousness  of  having  discharged,  in  that  non-admission, 
an  imperious  duty,   prescribed    by  the  universal  practice 
of  civilized  Governments  and  sanctioned   by  the  law   of 
nations.     When  the  Government   took  that  step,   it   was 
influenced    by  three   very  powerful   considerations,   any 
one  of  which  were  amply    sufficient  for   its  justificaron. 
In   the   first  place,   the  well-known  character   of  the  in- 
dividual to  whom   those  functions   were  committed.     In 
the  history  of  the  misfortunes  of  Buenos-Ayres  his  ñame 
oceupied   the  most  conspicuous  place.     He  was  notorious 
alike  for  his  intrigues  and  his  domineering  and  turbulent 
disposition,  and   he  had  stamped  in  his  writings  his  revo- 
lutionary   and   factions  opinions.     Within    the    precinets 
of  Bolivia  all  was  repose,  and  its  authorities  did  not  choose 
that   it  should  be  disturbed  by  the  intrigues   of  a  foreign 
agent   sent  expressly    for  that  purpose.     In   the   second 
place,   this  same  envoy,   before  entering   on  the  Bolivian 
territory,   demanded    guarantees    for  the   security  of  his 
person  during  his  residence  therein.     This  of  itself  closed 
the.doors  of  the   country  against  him;  for,  besides  being 
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impracticable,  unless  the  Government  were  to  give  him 
a  guard  to  be  in  perpetual  attendance  on  his  person,  the 
very  demand  was  an  insult  on  the  dignity  oí  the  nation; 
for  as  much  as  it  supposed  itsauthorities  to  be  impotent,  and 
incapable  of  defending  the  uves  of  its  inhabitants:  while 
on  the  other  hand,  it  confirmed  and  justified  the  characteri 
which  he    already  bore    throughout  the  whole  of  South 
America,  of  a  froward  and  turbulent  man.     But  the  Go- 
vernment of  Bolivia  had  other  grounds,  of  a  legal  nature, 
for  refusmg  to  acknowledge  and  admit  this  envoy:  namely,' 
that  the  Cabinet  which  gave  him  hispowers,  and  which 
he  was   destined  to  represent,  was  absolutely   unknown 
to  it.     That  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  was  au- 
thonzed  by  those  of  the  Provinces  to  conduct  the  foreign 
relations  of  the  Confederacy,  could  not,  in  the  apprehen- 
sion  of  the   Government   of  Bolivia,  be  anything  better 
than   a   vague  report.     Officially  it  knew  nóthing  of  any 
such   authorization:  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  had 
ijever  given  it  any   notice  thereof;  so  far  from  it,  all  the 
International  relations   had  been   carried  on,   up  to  that 
time,   with  the   Governor  of  Salta,  ñor  had  the  Gover- 
ñor  of  Buenos-Ayres  ever  made  the  slightest  objection 
■  thereto.     It  were   a  piece  of  irregularity  unprecedented 
m   the   history    of  diplomacy,   to  acknowledge    powers 
emanating   from   an  authority  which  had  not  made  itself 
Itnown,  and  negotiate  with  a  being  whose  very  existence 
was,  at  least,  a  matter  of  doubt.     But  so  frivolous  a  charge 
ís  too  much  honoured    by   this   ampie,  peremptory  and 
annihilating   refutation:  to  which,  however,  it  may  be  well 
to    add,  that  the    international  relations  which    by  such 
extra'  >rdmary  means   were   sought  to  be  established",  were 
}U  the  highest  degree   disadvantageous  to    Bolivia;  whose 
pomts  of  contact  are  with   the    Province  of  Salta  exclu- 
sivoy,  whereas  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  had  no 
authority  to  enforce  the  observance   of  anv  compact  that 
inight   be  celebrated  between    Bolivia  and  that  Province. 
That   which  follows  in  the   order   of  the    manifestó 
can  not  be   exhibited    in   its  full    extent   of  calumny  and 
íalsehood,  except  by  a  literal  insertion  of  the  whole  pas-

sage."The  revolution  projected  against  the  Government 
of  Salta  in  1833,  in  which  General  Santa-Cruz  took  a 
part,  precipitated  him  into  that  course  of  conduct  which 
he  has  followed  ever  since.  On  an  understanding  with  the 
enemies  of  the  late  General  La-Torre,  Santa-Cruz,  in 
the  month  of  October  of  that  year,  despatched  Lt.  Col: 
Campero  to  Mojo,  with  400  muskets  and  small  arms  and 
the  competent  ammunition,  for  the  arming  of  600  men 
on  behalf  of  Jujui  against  Salta,  with  orders  to  have  them 
transported  to  Yaví  by  Capt:  D.  Manuel  Molina  of  the 
national  Guards  of  Tarija.  The  Commandant  Ontiveros, 
and  Paredes  the  Judge  of  the  Distriet,  collected  their 
people,  to  put  them  under  the  orders  of  Campero,  who 
was  acompanied  by  the  Commandant  of  the  dragoons 
of  Tarija  and  D.  Manuel  Vasquez,  the  Lientenauts  Va- 
llardares  and  Cartero,  and  D.  José  Guemez,  besides  other 
turbulent  characters  and  sixteen  soldiers:  and  the  Bolivians 
did  not  retire  within  their  own  territory  until  General 
La  Torre  was  defeated  and  made   prisoiaer." 

This  paragraph  lays  down  a  positive  fact  and  details 
its  minutest  circumstances.  It  speaks,  in  the  clearest  and 
most  explicit  terms,  of  an  understanding  between  the  head 
of  the  Bolivian  administration  and  the  enemies  of  Ge- 
neral La-Torre:  of  a  commission  given  to  a  military  chief; 
of  a  formal  plan  of  attack  on  a  neighbouring  territory, 
with  a  numerical  specification  of  the  troops  that  were 
to  execute  it,  and  the  ñames  of  the  individuáis  who  were 
to  lead  it  on.  Who  would  not  be  deceived  by  a  narra- 
tion  so  circumstantial  as  this,  and  dressed  up  into  such 
a  semblance  of  authenticity?  Would  any  one  believe  that 
a  Government  could  have  such  a  total  disregard  for  its 
reputation,  as  to  run  the  risk  of  being  exposed  to  the 
world  as  the  gratuitous  inventor  of  a  string  of  falsehoods, 
a  series  of  events  every  one  of  them  feigned,  a  heap 
of  gross  and  palpable  fiables,  hable  to  be  disproved  in 
the  clearest  of  all  possible  ways,  by  appealing  to  innu- 
merable witnesses,  still  alive,  of  the  real  fact  which  it 
had  so  insidiously  and  malignantly  misrepresented?  Yet, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  all  this  must  be  believed,  when 
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íí  is  known  that  the  head  of  the  Bolivian  Administra  tioo 
had  no  undertanding  or  communication  ofany  kind  what- 
ever  with  the  enemies  of  Genera!  La-Torre — that  he  never 
gave  any  crders,  either  publick  or  secret, for  the  invasión 
of  the  territory  of  Salt? — ñor  had  the  slightest  knowledge 
of  the  operations  of  Lt.  Col:  Campero  until  long  after 
they  had  taken  place.  For  the  thousandth  time  it  must 
be  repeated,  there  is  one  reftitation,  and  the  only  one 
it  either  deserves  or  is  capable  of,  for  this  infaraous  libe), 
which  the  Governor  of  Buenos-Ayres  does  not  blush  to 
have  stamped  with  his  ñame.  He  is  the  accuser — leí 
him  produce  his  proofs.  If  he  do  not  make  good  his 
charge,  the  epithet  which  all  the  world  will  bestow  on 
him,  must  be  that  which  no  honorable  man  can  endure, 
and  which  exeludes  him  who  deserves  it  from  all  human 
society. 

Again,  and  a  thousand  times  again,  if  it  were  ne- 
cesary,  we  hurí  a  flat  contradiction  against  that  pompous 
fabrick  of  simulated  faets,  constructed  with  such  laboured 
minuteness  ofdetail,  and  yet  utterly  unfounded,  and  as 
inca  pable  of  application  as  though  they  were  attributed 
to  some  hero  of  the  mythological  ages.  A  controversy 
of  this  nature  will  admit  of  no  other  logick.  All  isfalseí 
This  is  the  only  reply  whereof  the  charge  is  susceptible. 
It  is  fnlse  that  the  Government  of  Bolivia  had  an  un- 
derstanding  with  the  enemies  of  General  La-Torre:  it 
is  f cdse  that  it  despatched  Lt.  Col:  Campero  to  Mojo, 
and  that  it  furnished  arms  for  600  individuáis  of  Jujui: 
it  is  f alse  that  the  Bolivian  authorities  used  any  ageney 
or  cooperation  ín  the  movements  of  Ontiveros  and  Pa- 
redes, if  indeed  any  such  there  were,  or,  in  short,  had 
any  connexion  with  them  of  any  kind  whatever.  When 
the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  shall  present  authen- 
tick  documents  in  proof  of  the  aecusations  contained  in 
the  above  quoted  paragraph,  then,  and  not  till  then,  will 
it  efface  the  stigma  of  slanderer,  with  which  it  has  thought 
fit  to  brand  itself.  In  the  mean  time,  slanderer  is  the 
title  it  deserves,  and  as  slanderer  does  the  Government 
oí  Bolivia  hold  it  up  to  the  execration  of  all  houcst  men- 
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A  diplcmatick  mission  issued  forth  by  a  Government 
with  which,   up  lo  that  time,  Bolivia   had    no    relations 
whatever,  and    fur   a  specifíck  negotiation  in  which  Boli- 
via was  merely  passive,  is  the  shallow  foundation  on  which 
the   existing   Government    of    Buenos-Ayres   has   raised 
another  imputation,   equaliy   odious  and   no  less  frivolous 
than  the  preceding  ones.     It  is  true  that  the  Government 
of  the  Banda  Oriental  accredited   an   agent  to  the    Go- 
vernment of  Bolivia,   for  the  purpose   of  negotiating,  in 
unión, a  boundary  treatywith  the  Braziüan  empire:  ít  is  true 
that  this  proposition  was,  as  it  ought  to  be,  favorably  re- 
ceived:  it  is  true,  moreover,  that  it  was  agreed  to  autho- 
rize  a  Bolivian  agent  in  Montevideo  to  carry  on  the  ne- 
gotiation.    But  it  is  false  that   this  project  had  anything 
to  do  with   the  unhinging  of  the  Argentine  Confederacy, 
as  the   Manifestó  is  pleased  to   suppose;  and   it  is  false 
that    it    was   covenanted   on   the    part   of  Bolivia,  as   a 
condition   of  the  compact,  to  demand  a  new  organization 
through  the   médium  of  a  general  Congress.     Thus,  by  a 
process  of  fíction,  thepractised  alchymy  of  the  Government 
of  Buenos-Ayres,   is  a   simple   and   natural  act  transmu- 
tad  into  a  mysterious   and   intricate    aíFair.     If  the    Go- 
vernment oí  Bolivia   abstained    altogether   from    inviting 
the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  to  join  in  that  negó* 
tiation,  the   re£.sou   has   been    already  stated:  it  had    no 
right  to  conclude,in  the  absence   of  all   authentick   and 
official  proof,   that   there   resided  in  that  Government  the 
faculties   requisite  for  cooperation.     Besides  this,  Bolivia 
had  merely  to   perforan   a  secondary  part,   as  associated 
to  the  Cabinet   from    which   the   project   emanated.     It 
neither  did  ñor  c«  uld  do  anything  more  than  simply  yield 
its  consent:  but  it  never  entered   into  its  contemplaron 
t>  set  up  a  Congress   in  the  Confederacy,  for  the  purpose 
of  exciting  the   susceptibility  of  some  and  the  ambition  of 
others:   it   never  so  much   as  dreamt  of  dividing  the  Re- 
publick  by   invoking  sacred  ñames  and  seductive  theories, 
Such  windy  commentaries   as  these  could   only  proceed 
from   that  spirit  of  cynical  effrontery,   from   that  extra- 
Vagancy  of  principies    and  conduct,  which  characterize 
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the  existing  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres,  and  which 
would  only  excite  a  scornful  smile,  if  their  path  were 
not  imbrued  with  the  blood  of  so  many  victims,  and  the 
days  of  their  duration  numbered  by  the  scaffolds  which 
they  have  erected.  Let  iliese  facts  be  disproved,  says  the 
Manifestó,  by  all  the  arts  of  sophistry.  It  is  not  ne- 
cessary  to  lay  hold  on  that  insidious  instrument,  to  dis- 
prove  them  in  the  most  peremptory  and  conclusive  manner 
Disproved  they  are,  and  disproved  they  must  remain, 
until  the  immoral  author  of  so  much  wickedness  produce 
the  authentick  documents,  from  whence  he  pretends  to 
have  compiled  this  episode,  shameful  indeed,  but  shameful 
for  him  alone  who  uses  weapons  at  once  so  iniquitous 
and   so  despicable. 

Thé  same  author  is  hereby  challenged  in  the  most 
solemn  manner,  to  exhibit  the  proofs  of  that  epistolary 
correspondence,  which  he  asserts  was  maintained  between 
the  head  of  the  Government  of  Bolivia  and  the  ringleaders 
of  the  unitarian  faction,  which  had  taken  shelter  in  the 
Banda  Oriental.  The  head  of  the  Bolivian  Government 
protests  in  the  face  of  the  world,  on  the  sacred  word 
of  honour,  and  whatever  else  is  venerable  among  men, 
that  this  assertion  is  a  foul  calumny,  wantonly  fabrica- 
ted  by  the  author  of  the  Manifestó,  for  which  he  has 
never  furnished  the  slightest  pretext  ñor  given  room  for 
the  remotest  conjecture.  The  letter  writtenfrom  the  Orien- 
tal Republick  by  one  ofthe  unitarian  leaders,  aknowledging 
receipt  of  his  inflammatory  correspondence,  is  the  mere 
creation  of  the  most  bare-faced  villainy  and  the  most 
audacious  impudence.  That  General  La-Valle,  who  has 
been  heretofore  pointed  out  as  the  author  of  this  corres- 
pondence, should  write  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  a  fo- 
reign  nation,  on  whatever  subject  and  in  whatever  terms 
were  best  suited  to  his  purpose,  is  quite  within  the  sphere 
of  possible  events.  But  to  impute  the  culpabiüty  of  this 
act  to  the  individual  to  whom  the  letter  is  addressed, 
when  that  individual  has  never  written  a  single  line  to 
the  person  who  chooses  him  for  the  object  of  his  confi- 
dence,  is  to  subvert  not  only  the  laws  of  morality  but 
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the  plainest  indicattons  of  common  sense.  It  has  already 
been  said,  and  is  now  repeated,  and  be  it  known  to  all 
parts  of  the  world  whithersoever  this  paper  shall  find  íts 
way,  that  the  head  of  the  Government  of  Bolivia  has 
never  addressed  a  single  letter,  ñor  any  written  commu. 
nication  of  any  kind  whatever,  to  General  La- Valle,  or 
fo  any  of  the  individuáis  who  figure  in  the  unitanan 
party.*  We  repeat  the  challenge:  let  an  authentick  tes- 
timony  be  produced  against  us,  or  let  the  Government  which, 
unable  to  maintain  so  positive  an  assertion,  is  reduced 
to  silence  and  obliged  to  decline  the  challenge,  be  pro- 
claimed  forthwith  unworthy  of  the  station  it  holds,  and 
all  the  individuáis  who  compose  it,  unworthy,  also,of  every 
society  in  which  the  laws  of  truth  and  decency  are  res- 
pected. 

General  La-Valle,  it   must  be  repeated,   might  wnte 
the  letter  which  the  Cabinets  both  of  Chile  and  Buenos- 
Ayres  have  handled  so  laboriously;  this  letter  might  travel 
to   Chile,  find   its  way  on   board  of  the  Schooner  Ya- 
nacocha,  and  at  length  into   the   hands  of  the  French 
Commodore  stationed  in  the  Pacifick:  but  if  it  contained 
the  acknowledgement   of  receipt  which  has  been  so  fre- 
quently   alluded  to,  how   has  it  happened   that   the  cri- 
minal passage,  on  which  the   whole  of  the  acusation  de- 
pends,  was  not  printed  together  with  the  other  fragments 
which  were  published  by  an  editor  in  Chile?    What!  are 
both  the   principáis  and  accomplices  in  this   infernal  con- 
spiracy  so  very  stupid,  as  not  to  have   foreseen  the  con- 
sequences  of  furnishing  such  powerful  weapons   against 
themselves,  or  is  their  audacity  of  such  a  pitch,  that  they 
did   not   fear  to  lay  bare  to  the  publick  eye,  the  scan- 
dalous  protervity    which  prompted  them   to  pubhsh  de- 
tached   portions  of  the  letter  they  pretend   to  have  dis- 

*  The  President  of  Bolivia  does  not  remember  to  have  had  any  other 
correspondence  with  Buejios-Ayres  than  what  is  confined  to  a  very  few 
and  very  insignificant  lettérs,  in  answer  to  others  of  the  same  descnption 
from  the  Generáis  Alvear  and  Guido  and  other  individuáis,  and  all  ot 
tbem  on  prívate  matters. 
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covered,  while  they  omitted  they  only  passage  which  r 
concerned  them  to  make  known,  if  they  would  not  stand 
in  the  face  of  the  world  selí-convicted  and  unblushing 
impostors?  If  the  existence  of  the  letter  is  not  aH  a 
cheat,  devised  by  two  Cabinets  transformed  into  gangs 
of  forgers,  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  must  have 
in  its  possession  either  the  original  or  the  copy— whv, 
then,  did  it  not  quote,  in  its  defamatory  libel,  those  con- 
clusive  woids,  whereby  it  would  have  been  spared  tho 
shame  which  must  henceforth,  and  for  ever,  be  its  portion.' 

On  this  incident,  though  as  insidious  of  design  as  it 
is  clumsy  of  execution,  it  was  necessary  to  dwell  at  some 
length,  because  the  language  of  the  authorofthe  Message 
nses  in  solernníty  in  the  direct  ratio  of  the  falsity  of  his 
assertions;  and  because  the  most  efficacious  way  of  de. 
termining  the  existence  of  the  criminal  fact  presumed, 
and  of  destroying  the  argument  which  is  raised  upon  it, 
is  to  reitérate  again  and  again  that  no  such  criminal  fact 
has  ever  had  any  existence,  save  in  the  polluted  imagi- 
naron of  its  inventor.  The  true  arena  for  contentions  of 
this  kind  is  publicity.  In  it  the  combatant  is  expected. 
We  stand  within  the  lists — the  summons  has  been  pro- 
claimed — all  subterfuge  is  hopeless — if  he  fail  to  appear, 
we  consign  hira  to  the  epithets  which  the  publick  execra- 
tion  will  affix  to   such  abominable  conduct. 

A  very  simple  fact,  very  insignificant  in  itself,  verv 
foreign  from  the  plansofthe  Governwient  of  Bolivia,  and 
very  muchbeneath  the  dignity  which  it  has  ever  maintained 
in  the  management  of  its  foreign  relations,  is  the  next 
to  present  itself,  in  the  Manifestó,  after  the  calumny  which 
has  just  been  refuted:  but  it  is  so  adorned  with  exotick 
incidents,  so  transformed  both  in  its  substance  and  in  its 
circumstances,  that  it  his  only  by  bearing  in  mmd  the 
system  which  the  Manifestó  lias  pursued  in  all  the  ins- 
tances  which  have  been  hitherto  examined,  that  we  can 
have  any  comprehension  of  the  principie  on  which  this 
metamorphosis  has  been  effected.  General  López,  v,  ¡i  \ 
by  an  act  of  indulgence  which  has  been  already  alluded 
to,  was  perrnitíed  to  remain  in  Tupiza,  in  that  píenarj 
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eonfidence  that  he  would  dwell  in '  quietness,  which  his' 
solemn  protestations,  as  well  as  the  commercial  establish- 
ment  to  which  he  had  devoted  himself  in  that  city,  would 
naturally  inspire,  false  to  his  plighted  faith  and  eluding 
the  vigilance  of  the  Bolivian  authorities,  made  his  escape 
into  the  Argentine  territory,  together  with  a  few  compa- 
uions  of  his  enterpnze,  aíl  of  them  countrymen  of  his 
own  and  resident  in  various  parts  of  the  Republick.  This 
was  certainly  a  misfortune  for  both  countries:  but  the 
conduct  which  the  Government  of  Solivia  observed  on 
that  occasion  was  so  publick,  the  explanations  which  it 
gave  so  satisfactory  and  conclusive,  and  the  steps  it  took 
for  the  apprehension  and  punishment  of  the  delinquents 
so  prompt  and  so  notorious,  that  it  never  harboured  the 
slightest  suspicion  of  being  thought  accessary  to  such  á 
headless   and  ill-concerted  scheme. 

Any  one  must  see  at  once,  that  if  the  Government 
of  Bolivia  had  the  slightest  intention  to  awaken  new  dis- 
turbances  in  the  Argentine  provinces  by  an  irruption  of 
the  refugees,  it  would  never  have  hazarded  the  event  of 
the  enterprize,  by  entrusting  it  to  such  scanty  means  as 
those  which  General  López  carried  with  him;  and  how 
scanty  they  were  may  be  inferred  from  the  Manifestó 
itself.  It  could  easily  have  furnished  him  with  every 
description  of  assistance,  above  all  with  arms  and  money, 
which  are  of  primaiy  importance  in  operations  of  this 
nature.  But  the  Government  of  Bolivia  did  no  such  thing; 
ñor  is  there  in  the  whole  aíFair  one  single  point,  from  which 
it  can  possibly  be  inferred  that  it  did:  for  it  is  by  no 
means  sufficient  to  establish  such  a  conclusión,  that  the 
Manifestó  accumulateswindy  declamations,  or  even  affects 
the  solemnity  of  positive  designations,  which  carry  no 
weight  with  them,  coming,  as  they  do,  from  so  disreputable 
a  source.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  refer  to  the  declarations 
of  Col:  Balmaceda,  who,  being  prisoner  at  the  time  and 
threatened  with  execution,  would  very  naturally  subscribe 
to  whatever  his  judges  and  executioners  dictated  to  him. 
Neither  is  it  sufficient  to  assert  that  López  received  mili- 
tary  supplies  from  General  O'Connor  in  Tanja,  by  order 
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of  the  Prefect  of  Potosi,  who,  in  truth,  was  not  the  channel 
through  which  suchorders  would  have  been  communicated. 
Without  proofs,  this  concatenation  of  assertions  is  nothin» 
better  than  a  rope  of  sand.  The  incursión  of  López  into 
his  country  was  so  cautiously  carried  into  execution,  that 
it  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the  Bolivian  pólice.  When 
the  Government  was  made  acquainted  with  the  fact,  nc 
time  was  lost  in  giving  to  the  Government  of  Buenos- 
Ayres  all  the  satisfaction,  which,  in  such  cases,  is  deemed 
sufficient  to  discharge  a  Cabinet  of  its  responsibility. 
Legal  proceedings  were  ordered  to  be  instituted:  vigilance 
was  redoubled  with  respect  to  the  refugees  who  remained 
in  the  territory:  publicity  was  given  to  all  these  measures: 
nothing,  in  a  word,  was  omitted— not,  indeed,  to  vindicate 
the  Government  from  an  imputation  which  seemed  to 
be  too  absurd  for  any  one  to  think  of  making,  but  to 
bring  to  condign  punishment  the  principáis  and  accom- 
plices  in  a  crime,  which  was  looked  upon  in  Bolivia  with 
all   the   disapprobation  which   it   deserved. 

The  manner  in  which  this  unlucky  accident  is  painted 
by  the  Captain  General  of  Buenos- Ayres,  gives  occasion 
to  interweave  another  string  of  fictions,  to  which  one  only 
answer  can  be  given— namely,  a  fíat  and  peremptory  denial. 
It  is  said  that  Felipe  Figueroa  was  solicited  by  the  Prefect 
of  Potosi  to  take  possession  of  Catamarca:  that  this 
magistrate  despatched  three  Agents  in  quest  of  that  vUe 
instrument  of  iniquity:  that  the  Goveraor  of  Chichas  liad 
orders  to  help  Quintana  to  take  possession  of  Jujui:  then 
follows  an  unintelligible  story  of  an  intrigue,  in  which 
the  ñames  of  Roca,  Diaz,  Alvarado  and  La  Madrid  are 
introduced:  we  are  told,  moreover,that  in  Potosi  the  military 
supplies  intended  for  López  were  packed  up  in  a  place 
apart  from  the  Arsenal,  the  better  to  avoid  observation. 
All  this,  ushered  in  by  a  vast  number  of  other  aggravating 
circunstances,  is  printed  in  a  publick  document,  and 
signed  by  the  head  of  a  Government  and  by  his  minister: 
and  all  this,  so  printed  and  so  signed,  is  nothing  better 
than  a  huge  íiction,  a  long-drawn  continuous  falsehood— 
tíie  legitímate  offspring  of  the  principie  adopted  by  the 
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compiíers  óf  that  infamous  document:  that  is,  to  líe  in 
the  gross  and  to  lie  in  detail — to  lie  in  the  facts  and  to 
lie  in  the  circumstances — in  order  to  bear  down  and 
circumvent  the  minds  of  men  by  the  weight,  and  the  extent, 
and  the  particulanty  of  the  falsehood,  and  to  leave  no 
room  to  suspect  that  individuáis  elevated  to  so  lofty  a 
«station,  could  be  capable  of  deception  so  vast,  so  com- 
plicated  and   so  obstinately  sustained. 

Such,  however,  is  the  forcé  of  truth,  that  even  they 
who  viólate  it  are  obliged,  in  the  end,  to  acknowledge 
its  triumph.  By  concessions,  extorted  by  piecemeal  and 
with  evident  reluctance,  the  very  Manifestó  vindicates 
the  Government  of  Bolivia  from  the  charges  which  it 
prefers  against  it,  proving  that,  obedientto  the  precepts 
of  international  law,  since  it  had  not  been  able  to  prevent 
the  abuse  of  its  hospitality,  it  was  both  ready  and  willing 
to  satisfy  the  party  aggrieved  by  chastising  the  oífender. 
"The  Prefect  D.  Hilarión  Fernandez"  says  the  Manifestó, 
"instantly  gave  orders  to  the  Government  of  Chichas, 
that  if  by  any  accident  López  and  his  companions  should 
return,  they  might  be  apprehended  and  brought  prisoners 
to  the  Prefecture;  expressing,  at  the  same  time,  his  surprize 
that  his  generous  hospitality  should  have  been  so  abused. 
The  Vice-President  of  Bolivia  confirmed  these  orders  011 
the  19th-  of  the  same  month,  and  affecting  the  deepest  regret 
that  the  decorum  of  the  Government  should  have  been 
placed  in  jeopardy,  he  ordered  the  Prefect  to  give  the 
most  satisfactory  demonstrations  of  the  neutrality  of  the 
Bolivian  Cabinel  as  to  the  domestick  disputes  of  the  Ar- 
gentino Republick"  This  confession  destroys  to  its  very 
foundations  all  that  precedes  it.  The  conduct  of  the 
Bolivian  Government,  according  to  the  Manifestó  itself, 
was  the  most  ampie  and  complete  satisfaction  that  could 
possibly  have  been  given  for  an  innocent  oífence,  and 
it  was  the  very  conduct  which  is  observed,  in  similar  cases, 
by  all  enlightened   Governments. 

True  it  is  that  the  merit  so  reluctantly  allowed,  and 
yet  so  justly  earned  by  a  proceeding  at  once  so  noble, 
frank  and  generous,    is  attempted  to  be  frittered  away 
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by  imputing  ít  gratmtously  to  Craftincss,  and  by  vaguely 
alluding  to  insults  and  diatribes  alleged  to  have  been 
published  in  the  ministerial  gazette  oí  Bolivia :  but,  as 
the  offensive  passages  are  not  quoted,  the  party  accused 
is  absolved  fr»m  the  necessity  of  making  any  defence: 
for  against  indeterminate  attacks  what  defence  can  be 
made,  and  to  facts  which  are  not  specified  what  answei 
can  be  given? 

In  the  same  way  do  we  dispose  of  the  following 
calumny,  with  which  one  of  the  solidest  arguments,  whereby 
the  Government  of  Bolivia  has  cleared  itself  from  all  par- 
ticipation  in  the  criminal  enterprize  of  López,  is  sought 
to  be  disfigured.  *'The  scanty  number  of  the  invadere 
and  their  deficiency  of  military  stores  are  the  strong  hold 
of  the  organs  of  the  Bolivian  Government,  in  which 
they  defend  .it  against  all  idea  of  participation  in  such 
criminal  contrivances:  but  the  time  is  come  wrhen  we 
may  boldly  lay  it  down  as  a  principie  of  that  Cabine^s 
policy,  to  collect  combustibles  jnst  enough  to  introduce 
anarchy  into  the  confining  Republicks,  for  the  purpose  of 
prolonging  división  and  uncertainty."  Strange  ratiocination, 
or,  rather,  absurd  sophistry,  to  which  iniquity,  surprized 
in  its  dark  machinations,  betakes  itself  as  its  ultímate 
resource!  It  being  too  obvious  to  escape  the  notice  of 
the  most  superficial  observer,  that  the  scanty  number 
of  invaders  and  their  deficiency  of  military  stores,  pro ved 
beyond  a  doubt  that  López  and  his  accomplices  relied 
solely  on  their  own  means,  and  that  the  Government  of 
Bolivia  could  in  no  wise  be  suspected  of  having  assisted 
them,  the  acknowledged  scantiness  is  attributed  to  a  prin- 
cipie of  policy  which.  clashes  with  the  commonest  rules 
that  govern  the  operations  of  maiikind.  Ifthe  Government 
of  Bolivia  had  merely  proposed  (to  itself  to  collect  sufficient 
combustibles  for  introducing  anarchy  into  the  confining 
Republick,  could  it  possibly  have  imagined  that  so  small 
a  number  of  invaders  and  so  scanty  a  supply  of  mili- 
tary stores  carne  imder  the  denomination  of  suíficient? 
Would  it  have  been  so  imprudent  as  to  embark  in  an 
enterprize   condemned   from   its  very  outset  to  a  disas- 
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trous  issue?     The  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres  fcum 
^Tenoueh   fío»  its  own  expenenee  and  practice,  what 
Tre  tornean   of  introducing  anarchy  into  adjmmiu  state  J 
Tnd   ought  not  to  have  supposed  that  Bo  ma .^£«g

1ÍCk  FVom  a  narrative  no  less  tedióos,  complicated  and 
perfidious  than  thé  preceding  ones  the  Manifestó  wo«,d 
íain  infer  that  the  Government  of  Bohvia  not  satisned 
wth  he  perpetraron  of  all  the  cnmes  which  are  so 
S2ly  imputod  to  it  in  that  ignominious »**™j£ 
rrnnuíled    the     laics  of  the    Promuce    of    Salta    by    tte 
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inlroduction    of    an     armed  forcé    which,   passw¿>-    the 
boundary    Une,    openly   penetrated    into   the   territorv  of 
the  Kepubhck.     The    narrative    we    allude    to     treats  of 
the    measures    which    D.     Fernando    Campero,   heir   to 
the  marqmsate  of  Yavi,  thought  fit  to   take,   in  order  to 
secure   his  property  and  save  it  from    the  rapacity  of  his 
opponents— a  rapacity  to  which  it  was  the  more  obnoxious/ 
as  the   Provmce  of  Salta,   where   a  part   of  those  vast 
possessions  is  situated,   has   not   for   many  years  known 
any  other  law  than  the  caprice  of  its  chieftains,  durin* 
the  lew  intervals  that  have  occurred  between   the  «an- 
gumary  contests   aud  frightful  convulsions  whereof  it  has 
been  the  theatre,     In  truth,   the   only  answer  that  ouoht 
to  be  made   to   this  part  of  the  Manifestó,  is,  that  fhe 
events  which  it  treats  of  did  not  take  place  in  the  Bo- 
livian  terntory;  that  its  authorities  were  not  in  the  remo- 
test   degree  concerned  or  in  any  way  mixed  up  withthe 
proceedmgs  of  Campero;  and  that  where  society  is  shaken 
to   its  very  foundations,  where  even  the   native   inhabi- 
tants  have  no  security  of  any  kind  whatever,  we  ou^ht 
not  to  be  surpnzed  if  foreigners,  who  have   dealings&in 
so  distracted  and  lawless  a  country,  appeal  to  the  char- 
ter  of  Natural  Rlghts  and    repel  violence   with   violence. 
feuch    ,n    short,   is   the   history   of  an    affair,  which   the 
Manifestó  presents  to  the   world  altered  and  exa^erated 
in   all   its  features,   and  tinctured  with  the   dies  of  its  own 
protervity  and  falsehood. 

It  is  all  reducible  to  one  simple  fact.  A  lawsuit 
m  eííect,  was  pending  between  the  abovementioned  D. 
Fernando  Campero  and  D.  Pedro  Nolasco  Uriondo  about 
the  possession,  pending  the  suit,  of  the  territories  of  Yavi. 
I  he  legislature  of  Salta,  arrogating  to  itself  the  facul- 
ties  oí  the  judicial  power  and  thus  subverting  the  ele- 
mental principies  ofall  legislation,  ordered  of  its  own  will 
and  pleasure,  there  being  no  preexisting  law  that  autho- 
med  such  a  monstrous  stretch  of  power,  that  the  rents 
should  be  deposited  in  thepublick  coflers  for  account  of 
the  Government;  and  charged  D.  Cirilo  Alvarado.  the  Sub- 
delégate of  La  Puna,  with  the   execution  of  this  plunder- 
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ous  act  of  usurpation.  To  place  a  very  considerable 
sum  of  money  in  the  hands  of  authorities  standing,  like 
those  of  Salta,  within  the  ebb  and  flow  of  mutiny  and 
riot,  was  tantamount  to  a  certain  and  irreparable  lcss.  In 
this  conflict,  I).  Fernando  Campero  had  recourse  to  the 
administration  of  Bolivia,  imploring  its  protection;  which 
1  was  peremptorily  denied  him,  on  the  ground  that  the 
grievance  for  which  he  sought  redress  had  taken  place 
in  a  foreign  jurisdiotion.  Whether  or  not  the  sufferer  re- 
monstrated  with  the  authorities  of  Salta,  on  the  illegality 
and  violence  of  the  proceeding,  is  not  known  in  Bolivia; 
but,  if  he  did,  it  is  very  clear  that  his  complaint  was 
disregarded.  Be  that  how  it  may,  Campero  thought  himself 
authorized,  by  the  laws  of  self-defence,  to  recover  his  own 
property  with  his  own  hand;  and,  according  to  the  Manifestó, 
did,  it  seems,  recover  from  the  Sub-delegate  up'wards  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  the  rent  of  Estates  whereof  he  had 
legitímate  possession,  and  which,  if  the  tyrannical  order  had 
been  carried  into  execution,  he  would  have  been  perfectly 
justified  in    considering  as  lost. 

The  Manifestó  divests  this  event  of  its  prívate  cha- 
racten,  and  transforms  it  into  a  publick  act  of  the  Boli- 
vian  Government  carried  into  effect  by  Bolivian  troops. 
But  this  is  altogether  false.  Neither  had  the  Government 
of  Bolivia  the  slightest  intervention  in  the  affair,  or  even 
any  knowledge  of  it,  ñor  did  the  individuáis  who  accom- 
panied  Campero  in  his  enterprize  belong  to  the  army. 
They  musí,  assuredly,  have  been  dependants  and  servants 
of  his  own,  enrolled  perhaps  in  the  National  Guard,  as 
every  one  is  who  inhabits  a  frontier  bordering  on  a  per- 
petual focus  of  riot  and  rebellion.  But  if,  indeed,  any  of 
the  National  Guards  were  concerned  in  the  affair,  it  was 
in  their  prívate  character  and  not  in  virtue  of  any  orders 
which  they  received;  for  no  such  orders  were  ever  given, 
and  he  who  affirms  the  contrary  does  openly  transgress 
the  truth. 

The  Manifestó  complains  that,  although  the  Govern- 
ment of  Salta  took  upon  itself  to  demand  from  that  of 
Bolivia  satisfaction   for  this   injury,  as  it  cali  it,  yet  none 


was  gíven.  The  communication,  if  indced  any  was  made, 
never  reached  the  Government:  and  no  wonder;  for  at 
that  time  ihe  Province  of  Salta  was  fcrmenting  with 
one  of  its  accustomed  commotions,  its  roads  obstructed, 
and  itsplains  covered  with  armed  men:  all  which,  however, 
did  not  prevent  the  Vice-President  from  demanding  the 
persons  of  José  Antonio  Reinafe  and  Cornelio  Moyano, 
prescinding,  as  heought,  from  the  crime  whereofthey  were 
accused,  and  confining  himself  merely  to  the  important 
fact  of  their  having  been  apprehended  in  Antofasta,  a 
place  within  the  hmits  of  Bolivia.  Is  he  to  be  denied,. 
fbrsooth,  the  right  of  vindicating  the  privileges  of  his  own 
territory?  Is  it  disputed,  perchance,  that  the  caption  was 
made  in  that  territory?  Certainly  not.  Then  what  did 
the  Government  of  Tucuman  do  on  this  occasion?  All 
that  itdld,  as  the  Manifestó  itself  assures  us,  was  to  make 
reference  to  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres:  a  shallow 
and  pitiful  evasión,  which  neither  covered  its  responsi- 
bility  ñor  absolved  it  from  the  crime  of  violation.  The 
demand  made  by  the  Vice-President  was  no  shielding  of 
a  criminal,  as  the  Manifestó  malignantly  interprets  it,  no, 
it  was  the  assertion  of  an  unalienable  and  sacred'  right; 
and  the  anthor  of  that  paper  shows  himself  to  be  as 
ignorant  of  political  legislation  as  he  is  false  in  his  statement 
of  the  facts,  when  he  alleges,  by  way  of  excuse,  that  the 
Government  of  Bolivia,  in  asserting  the  privileges  of  its 
territorial  jurisdiction,  disavowed  the  limits  which  the  common 
consent  of  nations  has  assigned  to  the  laws  of  asylum:  as  if 
it  were  lawful  for  any  nation  to  enter  into  a  neighbouring 
territory,  therein  to  exercise  criminal  jurisdiction,  which 
the  act  of  caption  implies;  or  as  if  all  the  exceptions  of 
the  right  of  asylum,  did  not  imperiously  require  a  diplo- 
mática communication  with  the  Government  within  whose 
dominions  the  asylum  was  obtained. 

To  him  who  is  condemned  to  the  loathsome  task  of 
answering  a  document,  that  was  written  for  the  purpose 
of  profaning  all  that  is  most  sacred  and  venerable  among 
men,  be  it  permitted  to  pass  over,  with  the  silence  of  disdain 
and  compassion,  mdclinite-  generalities  and  vague  amplí-

fications  that  contain  no   specifical  and  positive  charges* 
and  whose  only  aini  is  to  strengthen  the  impression  intended 
to  be    made  by  falsifications  and  calumnies,  introduced  and 
detailed  under  the  imposing  ñame  of  facts.     Irá  this  Contra- 
Manifestó  have  been   refuted  allthe  accusations  which  the 
Government   of  Buenos-Aires    accumulates   on    that   oí 
Bolivia— the  supposed  infractions  of  the   rights  ofnations, 
and  of  those  duties  to  the  reciproca!  performance  of  which 
the  various  families  of  mankind  arepíedged,  from  the  moment 
they  submit  themselves  to  constituted  authorities — ail  these 
charges,   as   it   has    been    our  endeavour,    so  we   trust 
it  has  been  our  achievement,  to  prove  them  utterly  false 
and  destitute  of  all  foundation.     We   have  appealed   to 
the  judgement  of  nations,  before  whose  venerable  bar  we 
summon  the  Señores  Rosas  and  Arana,  calling  upon  them 
tojustifiy  with  authentickdocuments  the  charges  which  they 
have  preferred  against  us,  and  proclaiming  them  in  terminis 
slanderers  without  shame,  assassins  of  their   neighbour's 
reputation,  and   unworthy  to  associate  with  men  who   re- 
spect  the  lavvs  that  govern  the  moral  world,  if  they  refuse 
toobey  the  summons.     This  is  the  only  way  of  answenng 
that  partofthe  Manifestó  which  we  have  hitherto  been 
discussing.      The    remainder    of   it     deserves    still    less 
courtesy  at  our  hands:    and  we   should  treat  it  with  the 
silence    of  contempt,  if  the  desire  of  defending   oneself, 
how  feeble  and  contemptible  soevermay  be  the  arms  with 
which  one  is  attacked,  were  not   a  principie  inherent  m 
the  heart  of  man.     Besides  which,  it  may  not,  perchance, 
be  altogether  useless,  to  convey  a  lesson  of  prudence  and 
moderation  to  that  obscure   oppressor  of  a   people  alike 
iüustrious   and  unhappy— to  that  orninous  being,  chosen, 
inthe  mysterious  counsels  of  Providence,  to  be  the  scourge 
of  a  región  that  seemed  worthy  of  a  better  fate,   and 
who  fancies,   in  his  dull   and  bíoated   pride,  that  itisas 
easy  to  blast  the  fame  of  a  well-reported  Government  as 
it  isto  desígnate,  from  the  córner  in  which  he  has  ens* 
conced   himself,   the  victims  of  his   bloody  spite,  and  to 
crush  them  with  the  weight  of  his  gloomy  and  atrocious 
Jnisanthropy. 
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From  that  seat,  on  which  he  scarcelv  sustains  himself 
by  dmt  of  wanton  persecution  and  arbitrary  homicide 
and  from  which  the  misfortunes  of  so  many  people,  and' 
the  cries  and  curses  of  so  many  victims,  conspire  lo  hurí 
him  dawn— from  that  seat,  which  is  tottering  and  crumblin» 
beneath  him,  does  this  prodigy  of  impudence  presume 
to  arbítrate  upon  foreign  questions,  and  pronounce  judffe- 
ment  on  the  domestick  policy  of  free  and  powerful  nntions 
The  concluding  parí  of  this  abortion  of  infernal  passions' 
which  he  has  dehvered  to  the  world  under  the  profaned 
denomination  of  Manifestó,  is  occupied  in  examining  the 
grounds  on  which  the  Government  of  Chile  has  decla- 
red  war  agamstthe  Peru-Bolivian  Confederacy:  and,  what 
)s  still  more  mcredible,  in  deciding  on  the  validity,  legi- 
trniacy  and  fitness  of  the  political  arrangements  which 
1  eru  has  entered  into  spontaneously,  in  the  exercise  of 
that  sovereignty,  which,  as  an  independent  nation,  does  of 
ught  belong  to  her. 

Of  the  first  point  the  Government  of  Chile  and  that 
oí  the  Confederacy  are  the  competent  judges:  theirs  it  is 
to  decide  the  question,  whether  by  arms  or  negotiation 
or  in  whatever  manner  they  think  fit.  If  the  former  has 
been  so  imprudent  as  to  cali  to  its  aid  a  Cabinet  threat- 
ened  by  so  many  internal  enemies,  and  so  bankrupt  in 
resources  and  opinión,  it  has  but  weakened  its  own  cause, 
and  instead  of  acquiring  a  useful  ally,  has  associated  itself 
with  a  hungry  beggar,  who  will  not  cease  to  importune 
it  with  demands  befitting  his  insatiable  rapacity  and  his 
degrading  and  well  deserved  penury.  But  the  Government 
of  the  Confederacy  will  never  condescend  to  give  expla- 
nations  to  one  who  has  no  right  to  exact  them;  much 
less  when  the  matter  in  dispute  has  been  so  amply  dis- 
cussed  between  the  belligerent  G»vernments,  and  when 
the  Peru-Bohvian  Confederacy  has  had  the  satisfaction  to 
íind  its  conduct  approved  and  lauded,bv  judges  somewhat 
more  respectable  than  the  uncivilized  captain  of  a  band 
of  robbers. 

The  internal  organization  of  the   Peru-B^livian  Con- 
federa^ is  a  matter  that  admits  of  only  one  competent 
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judge,  which  is  the  Confederacy  itself:  and  that  great 
and  magnanimous  nation,  recognized  already  in  its  new 
existence  by  all  the  Consolidated  andequitable  Govern- 
ments  of  America,  and  by  those  of  Europe  and  North 
America,  through  the  médium  oftheir  diplomatick  agents — 
confident  of  its  own  strength,  and  of  the  stability  which 
that  strength  can  impart  to  the  new  organick  laws  which 
its  legitímate  representatives  have  given  to  it — would  be 
justly  indignant  with  its  Supreme  Magistrate,  if  he  fell 
into  the  unpardonable  weakness  of  satisfying  the  objec- 
tions  of  any  foreign  government  whatever,  even  though 
it  should  not  exhibit  all  the  tokens  of  decrepitude,  in- 
stability  and  vandalism,  which  at  once  characterize  and 
contamínate  the  Government  of  Buenos-Ayres.  Its  views 
are  far  too  elevated,  too  solemn  its  engagements,  and  too 
august  the  sources  from  whence  it  derives  its  legitimacy, 
for  it  éver  to  endure  the  profanation  of  submitting  the 
conditions  of  its  political  existence  to  the  invidious  and 
frenetick  speculation  óf  an  audacious  despot,  with  whom 
the  interests,  the  ardent  desires,  and  the  struggles  of  his 
eountrymen,  are  already  disputing  the  ephemeral  power 
which  he  abuses.  Could  anything  in  the  world  be  more 
ridiculous  than  a  long  analysis,  authorized  with  the  signa- 
ture  of  General  Rosas,  of  the  right  whereby  the  Confe- 
derated  Republicks  have  modelled  their  polity  after  the 
fashion  which  best  suited  them— authorized,  we  repeat  it 
for  the  sake  of  emphasis,  with  the  signature  of  General 
Rosas,  whose  vile  and  barbarous  despotism  has  extin- 
guished  in  the  unhappy  country  which  groans  beneath  his 
sway,  not  only  the  institutions,  the  laws,  the  customs  and 
practices  of  well  regulated  communities,  but  even  secu-^ 
rity  of  Ufe  and  property,  publick  decency,  the  repose  of 
families,  the  confidence  of  the  citizens,  and  the  very  germs 
of  civilization?  And  although  we  should  concede  to  him, 
by  an  indefensibie  hypothesis,  the  right  to  scrutinize  the 
polity  of  the  Confederacy,  could  the  opinión  of  a  sangui- 
nary  Vandal  be  put  in  competition  with  the  delibérate 
approbation,  which    has  been  bestowed  on   the  federal 
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compact  by  the  Governments  ot  the  Equator,  Brazils.  Ve- 
nezuela, New  Granada  and  México? 

It  seems  unnecessary,  and,  certainly,  h  would  ill 
become  the  three  Confederated  Republicks  and  the  Go- 
vernment which  has  the  honour  to  preside  over  them, 
to  dwell  any  longer  on  the  answering  of  objections 
which  no  oné  has  a  right  to  make  to  thein,  and  which, 
if  any  such  right  there  were,  would  lose  all  their  forcé, 
coming,  as  they  do,  from  a  source  so  impure,  and  acknow- 
ledged  so  to  be  in  all  the  corners  of  the  earth.  And  this 
Very  consideration  Would  have  spared  us  the  trouble  of 
replying  to  the  infamous  production  which  has  called  forth 
these  observations,  if  we  had  not  deemed  it  convenient 
to  give  a  publick  warning  to  the  unblushing  fabricator 
of  so  mány  calumnies,  to  the  violator  of  so  many  rights , 
and  the  convicted  perpetrador  of  so  many  crimes!  For 
such,  m  truth,  is  the  notoriety  of  his  excesses,  and  so  deep 
and  so  universal  are  the  censure  and  detestation  which 
have  been  launched  against  him  by  all  the  presses  of 
Europe,  that  it  is  sufficient  to  see  his  ñame  at  the  foot 
Of  any  document,  to  pronounce  upon  its  contents:  his 
signature  stamps  the  character  of  the  man  upon  the  paper 
to  which  it  is  affixed,  and  makes  it  as  worthless,  as  false, 
and   as  infamous  as  himself. 

Henee,  also,  it  is,  that  we  have  deemed  it  unnecessary 
to  prefer  ágainst  such  a  man  and  such  a  Government  the 
just  and  Well  foündeid  aecusations,  for  which  his  external 
policy,  to  use  a  term  which  by  no  means  applies  to  his 
conduct,  has  given  room,  and  more  especially  as  respeets 
Bolivia.  Nevertheless,  we  wiíl  mention  one  circumstance 
which  sets  in  its  true  point  of  view  the  benevolent  and 
conciliatory  policy  of  the  Bolivian  Cabinet,  even  after  it 
had  received  very  serious  wrongs  at  the  hand  oí  the 
Buenos- Ayrean  Administration,  and  was  convinced  of  its 
incapacity  and  unbridled  intemperance.  In  1833,  when 
General  Armaza  was  sent  to  that  Government  with  tho 
credentials  of  Minister  Plenipotentiary,  not  only  were  his 
functions  disallowed,  under  the  frivolous  and  puerilo 
pretence  of  a  verbal  omission  in  the  official  communica- 


4¿on  whereby  he  was  announced,  but  after  matiy  other offen. 
S  proceedings,  the  Governor  of  Buenos-Ayres  hunself 
collecPted  and  marshalled  a  mob  against  the  person  of 
ffigent,  which,  led  on  by  individuáis  in  the ■  emplc ymert 
of  the  State,  attacked  his  habitaüon,  pouring  forth  a  torrent 
of  the  mostfilthy  and  obscene  abuse,  and  would  have  put 
an  end  to  his  life,  but  for  the  precauüons  which  he  had 
happily  taken,  to   secure  himself  agajnst  the  fury  of  his 

aSSuch  is  the  man  who,  from  the  córner  of  an  habitation 
in  which  he  hides  himself  from  the  sight  of  his  countrymen, 
lest  he  should  read  in  their  aspects  the  publick  anathema 
which  condemns  him,  has  dared  to  declare  war  against 
three   miUions  of  souls,  united   in   one  by  the  bands  oí 
fraternity  and  of  the  law,  defended  by  an  army  whose 
recent   achievements  have  signalized  in  the  most  illustnous 
manner  the  spirit  which  animates  it,   and  presided   by  a 
Sovernment  on  which   the  good-wül  and  the  bessmgs 
of  all  the  friends  of  humamty,  and  of  all  who  take  an 
interest  in   the  honour  and  happiness  of  America,  rest ^with 
abiding  efficacy.     Happily  that  vain  declaration  of  hosti- 
lities  il  nothing  more  than  an  impotent  eruption  of  hatred 
and  malice-the  blood  of  men   will  never  canomze   the 
insanity  of  one  of  their  deadliest  enemies— the  Argentme 
people  wül  refuse,  as  they  do  at  this  day,  to  particípate 
in  his  homicida!  excesses-and    instead   of  Úie  scandal 
which  this  insensate  being  was  prcparaig  to  ofler  to  toe 
world,  arraving  innocent  men  in  arras  for  an  ho^ocaust  to 
his  criminal  delirations,  his  own  ruin  will  serve  as  a  ter- 
rible  lesson  to  those,  who  at  the  impulse  of  bhnd  passion, 
or  yielding  to  still  baser  motives,  trample  without  remorse 
on  the  sacred  rights  of  humanity,  and  the  sacred  laws

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As  the  best  of  all  possible  commentaries  on  the 
Buenos-Ayrean  Manifestó  and  the  manly  refutation  thereof 
confained  m  the  foregoing  pages,  we  take  leave  to  subioin 
the  translation  of  a  letter,  which  was  printed  in  Mon- 
tevideo, and  transcribed  in  the  Official  Gazette  of  the 
Northern  State  of  the  Confederacy,  published  in  Lima  ' 
on  the  6:th  0f  September  of  the  present  year,  and  is 
as  follows.

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TO  THE  PUBLICK. 


"In  the  Manifestó  which  the  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  Buenos- Ayres  has  published  under  date  of  the  19*1» 
of  this  month,  with  an  intent  to  justify  the  declaration 
of  waragaimst  the  Republick  of  Bolivia,  various  references 
are  made  to  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Uruguay, 
assuming ,  as  a  ground  of  serious  imputation  ,  the 
spint  of  a  plan  which  was  designed  by  that  State  in 
the  year  1834,  for  the  negotiating  of  a  boundary  treaty 
between  the  Empire  of  Brazils  and  the  States  confining 
íhereon.  As  I  ara  the  individual  whom  the  Government 
of  the  Republick  commissioned,  on  that  occasion,  to 
invite  the  Governments  of  Bolivia,  Perú  and  Colombia 
to  adopt  a  design,  in  the  object  of  which  tliey  were  no 
less  interested  than  the  Republick  of  Uruguay,  1  considcr 
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it  due  to  myself  as  well  as  to  the  honour  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  my  country ,  to  declare,  as  I  solemnly  do 
declare — 

"That  everything  that  the  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  Buenos- Ayres  has  uttered  in  the  aforesaid  Manifestó, 
with  respect  to  the  organizaron  of  a  plan,  projected  by 
the  Gwernment  of  the  Oriental  State  of  Uruguay,  for 
the  unhinging  of  the  Argentme  Confederacy,  and  which 
is  supposed  to  have  made  a  part  of  my  Commission,  IS 
ENf  IRELY  FALSE. 

•'That  H.  E.  D.  Manuel  Oribe,  now  President  of  the 
Republick,  but  at  that  time  one  of  the  Ministers  of  State, 
and  therefore  necessarily  acquainted  with  the  nature  of 
my  mission,  considered  it  not  only  creditable  but  eminently 
patrio  ti  ck. 

"That  Doctor  D.  Francisco  Llambi,  at  present  Mi- 
nister  of  State  for  foreign  aífairs,  received  and  answered 
all  the  official  Communications  relative  to  my  commission, 
and  was  the  organ  through  which  I  received  my  ins- 
tructions. 

"That  the  Governor  of  Buenos-Ayres  cannot  have 
anything  in  his  possession,  that  deserves  the  ñame  of 
authentick,  disclosing  that  disorganizing  plan  which  he 
makes  so  much  of  in  his  Manifestó — and  that  for  the 
best  of  all  possible  reasons — because  nothing,  absolutely 
nothing,  of  the  sort  has  ever  existed. 

"That  the  Government  of  the  Oriental  State,  to  which 
I  belong,  never  entrusted  to  me  any  such  mission  as 
the  Buenos- Ayrean  Manifestó  presumes,  and  which,  indeed, 
none  but  a  conspirator  could  have  accepted.  The  object 
for  which  I  was  coramissioned  was  a  noble  object,  emin- 
ently patriotick,  and  worthy  of  a  Republick.  In  pro- 
secution  thereof  I  went  to  Perú,  in  quest,  not  of  conspi- 
rators,  but  of  enlightened  Governments:  with  such  Go- 
vernments  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet,  and  my 
mission  terminated,  as  might  have  been  expected,  satis- 
factorily.
